URGED UPON SOLONS 


Report of Audit Investigat- 
ing Committee Tentatively 
Drafted Calls for Many Re- 
forms in State’s System of 
Handling Finances. — 


SUGGESTS CREATION 
OF BOARD OF CONTROL 


Purchasing Department, Ef- 
ficiency Expert and Bonds 
for Officials Handling the 
State’s Money. Are Among 
Other Measures Urged. 


The report of the joint committee 
of the legislature to investigate and 
digest the report of Special Auditor 
Charles J. Metz, which committee met 
Tuesday afternoon and drafted its re- 
port, will make a very urgent recom- 
mendation to the legislature for ac- 
tion to bring the business of the state 
to a more simplified and economic 
basis in order that the state may ob- 
tain the greatest possible efficiency 
from the funds at its disposal. 

The report, it was stated last night, 
is yet only tentative and will not be 
made public until final and ready for 
presentation to the general assembly. 

‘It is known, however, that the re- 
port will seek to have the legislature 
provide a method for systematizing 
the state’s business with special re- 
spect to its finances. 

Recommends Expert. 

To this end it is probable that the 
committee will recommend that the 
governor be empowered to appoint an 
efficiency, “expert who shall make a 
study of work of the various de- 
partments of the state and of the 
state’s financial system, of which in- 
vestigation he shall make a report to 
the next session of the general assem- 
bly. with recommendations for the 
remedy of such defects as he may find. 

The report will also recommend the 
creation of a board of control which 
ghall exercise a stipervision over the 
state's business matters, 2nd it is con- 
templated that the rules under which 
“this board would act should be amend-

such report as the proposed efficiency 
expert might make to the next ses- 
sion. ‘ 

With the idea of further bringing 
about an economical administration of 
the state’s funds, the committee is ex- 
pected to recommend the creation of 
a purchasing department for the state, 
through which more advantageous 
purchase of the supplies of the various 
departments might be made than under 
the present system wherein many de- 
partments buy their supplies in small 
quantities. Through such a department, 
it is also contemplated that a thor- 
ough checking system should be inau- 
curated. 

Piace Officials Under Bond. 

The matter of creating the office of 
state auditor, it is understood, is not 
yet definitely decided upon by the com- 
mittee, but the suggestion has been 
made that, if the foregoing safeguards 
of economy are established, there 
would be less need of an audit, and 
that, instead of having an auditor 
whose duty it would be to make a 
regular annual audit, a special audit 
every two years might answer the pur- 


pose. . 
The report will probably recommend 


that all moneys derfved from the prod- 
ucts of the agri¢tultural colleges be in- 
ventoried. 

There will also be a recommendation 
that all state officials who handle 
money for the state be placed under 
bond. 

Another recommendation which will 
likely be made will be that all funds 
be placed with the state treasury and 
be drawn therefrom as needed, thereby 
giving the state the benefit of inter- 
est upon this money which the state 
does not now receive with its funds 
* scattered. 


KAISER’S SON-IN-LAW 
REPORTED INSANE 
AS RESULT OF WAR 


London, July 26.—The Copenhagen 
correspondent of The Express sends a 
story regarding the illness of the Duke 
ef Brunswick, the German emperor's 
son-in-law, the story, however, not be- 
ing confirmed from any other source. 

“The Duke of Brunswick,” says the 
correspondent, “who has been the vic- 
tim of profound melancholia since the 
early days of the war, now is declared 
to be hopelessly insane. His mental 
collapse was the result of a trying ex- 
perience while commanding a detach- 
ment of German troops on the Russian 
frontier, when he witnessed the tragic 
fate of his men, all of whom were 
swallowed up in a treacherous marsh.”

Chief Justice E. D. Thomas and 
Judges T. O. Hathcock and’L. Z. Ros- 
ser formed the majority, while Judges

Many prominent witnesses testified 
in Lasseter’s behalf Tuesday afternoon, 
among them being 0. J. Mills and T. J. 
Hightower, county commissioners; 
Judge John S$. Candler, Chief W. M. 
Mayo, Sheriff C. W. Mangum, Detective 
Chief Newport <A. Lanford, John 53. 
Owens, Sergeant Bob Waggoner. They 
swore that they had never known an 
official in municipal court in Las- 
seter’s capacity who had rendered bect- 
ter service. 

There were forty-two counts of in- 
efficiency presented against the man, 
who has ween attached to municipal 
court since its inauguration. The trial 
attracted widespread attention 
throughout city and county court cir- 
cles.

Bishop 8 Electrocuted

trocuted when his steel fishing rod 
came in contact with a high tension 
electric wire. He was passing under 
a railroad bridge when the accident 
occurred. At first it was believed that 
he had been killed by lightning.

OFFICIAL BAN PUT 
UPON SKYSCRAPERS 
BY NEW YORK CITY 


New York, July 25.—New York City 
put its official ban on skyscrapers to- 
day when the board of estimate by 
a unanimous vote.adopted a plan which 
has for its object the prevention of 
indiscriminate building of structures 
without relation to neighborhoods, 
rights of property owners or existing 
values. 

Hereafter no building can be erected 
above a certain comparatively low 
height, unless it has decidedly larger 


light and air courts than have been wv | 


quired in the past and unless above 
the legai height it covers a compara- 
tively small portion of the site. 

Owners of properties in central séc- 
tions which are available for improve- 
ment with skyscrapers, fearing the ef- 
fect of the new regulations, almost 
overwhelmed the bureau of buildings 
today with plans for monumental 
structures, some of them comparable 
to the greatest piles of stone, steel and 
masonry in the city. Twenty-six plans 
were filed calling for an expenditure of 
$22,675,000. These totals, added to those 
of Monday, show that~-during the last 
two days plans have been put on rec- 
ord for thirty-eight buildings, which, 
if erected, will cost a total of §32,9735,- 
000. ;

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HE INECTED AR 
NTO GIRLS HEART 


In Order to Cause Her 
Death—Alleged Hinterliter 
Killed His Sweetheart in 


| Unique Manner. 


Olney, Tll., July 25.—A- belief that 
air injected into the heart of Elizabeth 
Ratcliffe through an artery? caused 
the death of the 17-year-old girl while 
she was buggy riding with Roy Hinter- 
liter was expressed tonight before the 
coroner's inquest by surgeons who 
performed an autopsy. The coroner's 
jury recommended that Hinterliter be 
held to a grand jury and found that 
Miss HRatcliffe met death at his hands. 

The supposed cause of death is new 
to the annals of criminal surgery. 
While Hinterliter told of the girl dy- 
ing suddenly in his arms, officers have 
uncovered evidence which contradicts 
some of his assertions, 

No Trace of Poison. 

There was no trace of poison in the 
body. There were no marks of vio- 
lence and the doctors were in a quan- 
dary until Dr. James T. Weber stuck a 
probe into an artery. A bubble of air 
escaped. This indicated, he said, that 
death had been due to embolism, a 
stoppage of the blood system by air. 
The doctors said that this air must 
have been inducted through a puncture 
of an artery or a lesion of the lungs. 
They could find no lesion of the lung. 

The heart 41d brain were examined 
for further sighs of embolism and both 
were found to be full of air. While 
Drs. Weber, Watkins and Horner were 
searching for some way in which the 


lair might have entered the circulatory 
| system, a man came in from a neigh- 


boring town with a package contain- 

ing a catheter. The man had taken 

the package from a boy who said he 

had been sent by Hinterliter to wet it. 
Signs of Struggle. 

Sheriff West went to the place 
discovered what he thought wore Fp 
of a struggle in a sandy spot. Sand 
of the sort found there was taken from 
Miss Ratcliffe’s. shoes, it was said by 
the sheriff. The sheriff took-in cus- 
tody two boys who said that they had 
been ina drug store when a young man, 
thought by them to be Hinterliter, pur- 
chased the catheter. There was no 
evidence that Hinterliter had used the 
catheter, but the doctors concerned 
in the case formulated a theory that 
he might have used it in some way to 
blow air into an artery, thus causing 
death in a way that could not easily 
be determined

A report circulated yesterday to the 
effect that it had been reliably re- 
ported that Governor Nat-E. Harris 
had signed a pardon for Thomas Ead- 
gar Stripling, in conformity with the 
governors long-standing promise to 
the little daughter of the former chief 
of police of Danville, Va. At the goyv- 
ernor’s mansion last night, however, 
the governor denied having signed any 
pardon for Stripling, and declined to 
give any inkling as to when he pur- 
poses doing 80.

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FOES OF CHILD LABOR 
SCORENTHE CAUCUS 


Senate Democrats, Yielding 

to Request of Wilson, Re- 
solve to Pass the 
Labor Measure. 


—— 


Washington, July 25.—Yielding to an 
urgent request from President Wilson, 
democrats of the senate, in caticus to- 
night, determined to pass the child 
labor bill at this session of congress. 

The decision was reached after a long 
debate, during which several southern 
senators, whose opposition forced the 
measure out of the imperative legisia- 
tive program drawn up several days 
ago, vigorously objected to its rein- 
statement. The final determination to 
include it was reached without a rec- 
ord vote. It will displace the shipping 
bill on the senate calendar, coming up 
as soon as the army and District of 
Columbia appropriations have been 
passed. The shipping measure will fol- 
low it in order, and the revenue bill will 
come next, 

Southern Senators Opposed. 

Majority Leader Kern outlined to the 
caucus the president's earnest request 
for a vote on the child labor bill before 
readjournment, and read a flood of tel- 
egrams from influential citizens 
throughout the country, urging its 
passage, 

Southern senators replied, insisting 
that the caucus should stand on its 
former decision postponing considera- 
tion of the measure until December. 
They made an appeal to the caucus for 
a declaration of principle that the child 
labor bill should be taken out of poli- 
tics and revealed the fact that negotia- 
tions had been had with some of the 
republicans senators after the recent 
democratic caucus with a view to 
reaching an agreement for taking up 
the biH next session as a strictly non- 
partisan measure. 

These plans, it was asserted in the 
caucus, were progressing favorably, un- 
til President Wilson went to the capli- 
tol a week ago a~and made known to 
administration leaders his emphatic de- 
sire for immediate action on child la- 
bor legislation. Republican senators 
who had agreed to let the bill go over 
then notified the democrats, it was said, 
that they could not participate in any 
agreement for delay. 

One Southerner Gives Warning. 

One southern senator told his col- 
leagues in the caucus that federal child 
labor legislation was inevitable; that 
no vote of theirs could stop it eventu- 
ally, and that the party should take 
advantage. of its possible political ef- 
fect rather than to counsel delay and 
then be forced to vate on the issue by 
republican senators who already had 
given notice of intentions to demand a 
vote at once. 

Discussion of the immigration bill 
was coupled with that on child labor, 
but an effort to include the immigra- 
tion bill in the program was defeated. 


Doped With Ether, 
Germans Charged 
In Savage Fashion 


Eyewitness Tells Horrible 
Story of Fighting in Po- 
zieres—No Quarter Asked 
or Given. 


Paris, July 25.—The fighting in the 
fortified village of Pozieres between 
the British and Germans is described 
as follows by an officer wounded dur- 
ing the struggle: 

“Early Sunday morning at the mo- 
ment the signal for the attack was 
given, after a frightfully intense bom- 
bardment, the English infantry rushed 
forward to the entrance of the village, 
carried it brilliantly and occupied the 
first houses. At 11:30 o'clock the Ger- 
mans counter attacked. Their onset 
was extraordinary, doubtlessly because 
their courage had been stimulated by 
ether, as one could tell from the odor. 

“Hlere the rifle played no part—the 
knife, bayonet, revolver and grenade 
were the only weapons used. The Ger- 
mans employed a sort of long-handled 
mace studded with nails, such as an 
Apache might use. I saw a German 
officer using one of them on a wound- 
ed comrade, but as he was in the act 
of striking a revolver shot laid him 
down beside his intended victim. 

“In a ruined house a German squad 
with a machine gun was exterminated 
to the last man with the bayonet by 
an Australian party. 

“T was present at an exciting duel 
between two officers—an English leu- 
tenant, who was charging at the head 
of his men, anda Bavarian captain. The 
lieutenant struck the Bavarian a blow 
in the chest with his sword, and at the 
same time he received ‘a ball from hfs 
adversary’s. revolver in the stomach. 
Disregarding his sufferings, the lieu- 
tenant had just strength enough to 
deliver another blow. This proved mor- 
tal to the Bavarian. Unfortunately the 
lieutenant died shortly afterward. 

“Pressed by strong enemy forces, the 
English had to retreat during the aft- 
ernoon, but they strongly counter at- 
tacked and at 7 o’clock were masters 
of three-quarters of the village. By 
last accounts fighting was still going 
on in the northwest part of the village 
to the advantage of the aliles.”’

Berlin Officially Admits a 
Reverse for the Forces Un- 
der the Command of Gen. 
von Linsingen. 


TURKS ARE IN FLIGHT 


IN CAUCASUS THEATER 


Moslem Troops Abandoning 
Guns and Munitions as 
the Russians Rapidly Move 
Against the Great Turkish 
Base of Erzingan. 


The Russians continue to make prog- 
ress against the Qgutonic allies in the 
Volhynia district, sending their troops 
across the Slonevke river notwith- 
standing the fire of the Teutons. One 
thousand prisoners and four cannon 
and five machine guns were taken in 
this region by the Russians. 

Berlin admits the penetration by the 
Russians of part of General von Lin- 
singen’s first line trenches in Vol- 


hynia. 

In the Carpathian district the Aus- 
trianse at several points attacked the 
Russian cavalry, but Petrograd says 
they were everywhere repulsed. 

The drive against the Turks in Ar- 
menia is still going on, and, with the 
Russians at their heels, the Turks are 
fleeing, abanddning guns and muni- 
tions along the roads. The Russians 
have thrown their advanced guards 
to within ten miles of Erzingan, in 
Central Armenia, and the Turks there 
are declared unofficially to be pre- 
paring to withdraw from this forti- 
fied town to a new base at Sivas, 130 
miles to. the west. . 


RUSSIANS SWEEP 
OVER ASIA MINOR. 


Petrograd, July 25.—As a result of 
a series of consecutive gains achieved 
by a skillfully organized offensive, 
which, ever since the fail of Erzerum, 
has been slowly but irresistibly sweep- 
ing toward the objectives in Asia Mi- 
nor, the Russian Caucasian armies now 
command the heights which definite- 
ly threaten the important Turkish 
base of Erzingan and make extremely 
probable the fall of that city’ in the 
near future. 

The Russians, after having stolidly 
withstood most energetic counter of- 
fensives without weakening, pow are 
pressing forward in three ections— 
from Gumish Khaneh, 45 miles north 
of Erzingan; from Bai€urt, 50 miles 
northeast of Erzingan, and from 
Mamkhatun, 45 miles east of Erzin- 
gan, all of which points recently have 
been occupied and form an arc from 
which to focus attacks upon Erzingan. 

The new points mentioned as having 
been occupied by the Russians pos- 
sessed every natural advantage for de- 
fense and the Turks made the most 
persistent efforts to hold them. Their 
loss not only brings the Russians 
within 25 miles of Erzingan, but gives 
them command of the chief approaches 
to the city. 

It is reliably reported here that the 
evacuation of Erzingan has already be- 
gun and that the present defense of 
the city is being conducted with the 
purpose of giving the Turks time to 
withdraw to a new base at Sivas 130 
miles to the west. There being no 
railway system between Erzingan and 
Sivas, the Turks apparently are at- 
tempting to avoid a repetition of their 
flight at Erzerum and_ “Trebizond, 
where they gave themselves insuffi- 
cient time for an orderly withdrawal 
and allowed their forces to be divided 
and surrounded by the advancing Rus- 
sians. : 

On thé other fronts in the Russian 
theaters the situation virtually is un- 
changed. ’ 


RUSSIAN FORCES 
NEAR ERZINGAN. 


Petrograd, July 25.—(Via London.)— 
Some Russian detachments already 
have reached positions about ten miles 
from the. Turkish fortified town of 
Erzingan, in Armenia, says the Rus- 
sian official statement given out here 
today. 

The text of the statement follows: 

“Caucasus front: The Turkish 
armies are retreating in disorder be- 
fore the irresistible pursuit of our 
troops. Some of our gallant detach- 
ments are already 15 versts (about 10 
miles) from the town of Erzingan, in 
central Armenia, in which, according 
aviators, the 
Turks are hurriedly piling together all 


kinds of provisions. 

“Western front: Our flotilla on Lake 
Miadziol, west of Lake Narocz, fired 
during the night on nearly all the po- 
sitions of the enemy situated on the 
banks. 

“In the district of Skrolew, northeast 
of Baranovichi, attempts made by de- 
tachments of the enemy to advance 
were repulsed by our fire. 

“Two German aeroplanes flew over 
our positions in the direction of Lutsk 
in the district of Seminke. 

“In the street fightin 
advance in the village of Galitchanie, 
mentioned in the motning communica- 
tion of July 24, we captured 2 more 
guns and took 77 Austro-German pris- 
oners.

English Holding All Ground 
Gained on Somme River 
Against Desperate Counter 


Attacks by Germans. 


MORE GROUND IS GAINED 


BY THE BRITISH FORCES 


Germans Launch Fierce At- 
tacks Against the Village 
of Pozieres, But They Are 
Driven Back With Heavy 
Losses. 


Fierce fighting is still going on be- 
tween the British and Germans in the 
Somme region of France, the men in 
their endeavors to press forward or 


to hold ‘ack attacks frequently en- 
gaging in hand-to-hand combats. 

The British are tenaciously holding 
to the portions of the village of Po- 
zieres from which they drove the Ger- 
mans, and with their artillery fire have 
repulsed there an attempt by the Ger- 
man infantry to regain possession of 
the northeastern portion of the vil- 
lage. 

Calm has prevailed on the French 
section of the front in the Somme re- 
gion. In fact, except for a violent 
bombardment of La Laufee, to the 
northeast of Verdun, the French war 
office says there has been no itmpor- 
tant action on the entire French front. 

London, July 25.—The battle on the 
Somme front, which began Saturday at 
midnight, and had continued since with 
brief lulls, is still being fought by 
British and Germans with the utmost 
stubbornness. An indication of the 
importance the Germans attach to de- 
fending their third line is found in 
the report of General Haig, the Brit- 
ish commander, and in the German ad- 
mission that troops have been brought 
from before Verdun in order to lend 
all possible strength to General von 
Einem. 

The British, if they are making but 
slow progress, have been able to re- 
pulse all the fierce German counter 
attacks and fully maintain their 
ground, although the fighting largely 
consists of hand-to-hand. conflicts. 

There is no news as to whether the 
Australians, who hold the greater por- 
tions of the village of Pozteres, have 
yet secured the eastern part, on the 
plateau dominating the village. But 
General Haig tonight reports the re- 
pulse of a German infantry attack 
from the east. 

The official 
night, says: 

“Throughout the day there has been 
fierce hand-to-hand combats and bomb 
fighting at various places along the 
battle front. The Germans attempted 
an infantry attack on Pozieres from 
the northeast this afternoon, but were 
driven back by our artillery fire. 

“Between the Ancre and the sea no 
important incident occurred.” 

The British statement, issued in the 
afternoon, says: 

“In the last few days the enemy 
brought further reinforcements of in- 
fantry and guns to the Somme front. 
Throughout yesterday the hostile bom- 
bardment was fairly continuous, and 
at times became very heavy. 

“An attempt to attack our right 
flank was made yesterday afternoon, 
but it was frustrated by our artil- 
lery. 

“Last night two: further infantry at- 
tacks, preceded by a specially violent 
artillery fire, were launched against 
the center -of -our lines.. These at- 
tacks also were stopped by the con- 
centrated fire of our guns. 

“At no place did the enemy succeed 
in reaching the British trenches, and 
his casualties in these fruitless at- 
tacks must have been severe. 

“At other partg in the line there 
has been a good deal of hand-to-hand 
fighting and our infantry worked their 
war forward in places. 

“North of Pozieres,.the greater part 
of which village now is in our pos- 
session, the enemy continued to offer 
strong opposition, but here also we 
gained sonie ground and captured two 
machine guns and a few more prison- 
ers, including two. battalion com- 
manders.”

“On the it bank of the Meuse an 
enemy attack with hand = grenades 
against Hill 304 failed under our ma- 
chine gun fire. On the right bank 
there was violent bombardment in the 
region between Fleury and La Laufee. 
In Alsace, after artillery preparations, 
the Germans delivered an attack upon 
our Balschwiller positions, northwest 
of Altkirch. After lively fighting the 
enemy was driven out from some ele- 
ments of the trenches where he had 
gained a foothold. 

“On July 22 Sub-Lieutenant Nunges- 
ser. brought down his tenth German 
aeroplane. On the night of July 24-25 
one of our aeroplane squadrons bom- 
barded the railroad station at Pierre- 
pont and Longuyon and the bivouacks 
near Mangiennes.” 

The official communication issued to- 
night by the war office says: 

“Apart from a violent bombardment 
of La Laufee (northeast of Verdun) 
there has been no important event on 
the whole front.” ‘ 

Belgian communication: There have 
been reciprocal artillery actions at va- 
rious points.

ALLIES REPULSED, 
GERMANS CLAIM. 


Zerlin, July 25.—(Via London.)—An 
English and French combined attack, 
made yesterday north of the River 
Somme, in France, says the Official 
statement, issued today by the Ger- 
man headquarters, broke down. 

The text of the German official state- 
| ment reporting the operations on the 
western front says: 

“North of the River Somme after 
the British attack of July 22, the Brit- 
ish and.French forces yesterday made 
a resolute and combined attack on 
the Hozieres-Maurepas front. It again 
broke down either through our fire or 
in some places after sharp hand-to- 
hand fighting. 

“East of Pozieres at Foureaux wood 
near Longueval and near Guillemont 
the Brandenburger grenadiers and the 
gallant 104th Saxon regiment again 
distinguished themselves. 

“Simultaneously the French threw 
strong forces forward in a storming 
attack south of the Somme in the 
Estrees-Soyecourt sector, which, how- 
ever, only temporarily gained ground 
south of Estrees. Otherwise the attack 
was dispersed with the most severe 
and sanguinary loss to the enemy. 

‘In the Meuse region there were in- 
tense artillery duels from time to time. 
On the left bank of the river unim- 
portant hand grenade engagements de- 
veloped. 

“On the right bank of the river the 
enemy several times repeated his at- 
tempts to recapture positions on the 
Froide Terre ridge, he being repulsed 
by our curtain of fire. 

‘North of Balschwiller in Alasce our 
patrols brought back, 30 prisoners from 
a French position. 

“Lieutenant Baldumus shot down a 
French biplane south of Binarville, 
thereby putting his fourth enemy aero- 
plane out of action.”

~ FRENCH AIRMAN RAINED 
WARNINGS ON BERLIN 


Proclamations in Regard to 


the War Dropped by 
Lieut. Marchal. 


Paris, July 25.—Second Lieutenant 
Anselm Marchal, who recently flew 
over Berlin, throwing out proclama- 
tions as he passed, and finally was 
forced by engine trouble te descend 
in Russian Poland, where he was cap- 
tured by the Austrians, is 33 years 
old. 

He received his pilot’s license in 
1910. He has been employed by Ger- 
man firms and had made frequent 
trips between Berlin and Cologne, 80 
that he was well acquainted with the 
country over which he flew. He was 
in Germany when the war broke out, 
but managed to get back to France. 

He took part in a number of bomb- 
ing raids and received the decoration 
of the Legion of Honor, December 21. 

The proclamation thrown on Ber- 
lin is described by French authorities 
as consisting of an “impartial state- 
ment of the causes of the war, and the 
principal reasons why the entente al- 
lies are bound to win,” and concluding 
with these words: 

“By the wholesale massacre of in- 
nocent women and chi®dren and by her 
brutal methods of warfare, Germany 
has alienated the sympathies of neu- 
trals and the number of her enemies 
grows daily. 

“The allies are firmly resolved to go 
on until the utmost limit. You are 
fighting for your steel kings, your 
squire-archy, your land grabbers! We 
are fighting for the liberty of all 
against the tyranny of military caste. 

“We desire to punish the guilty. We 
wish to make a repetition of the pres- 
ent carnage impossible, and that ob- 
ject will be attained if, in Germany, 
the people possess the right to decide 
questions of war and peace for them- 
selves.”’

No definite rea- 
son is given by the authorities for their 
refusal to permit the landing of Messrs. 
Kelly and Smith except that thelr pres- 
ence here is not approved. 

On July 18 Messrs. Gill and Murphy, 
of the Irish fund, arrived in England 
and were allowed to proceed to Ire- 
land. 

There is no disposition on the part of 
the government to hold up funds con- 
tributed by persons in the United 
States for relief in Ireland, but certain 
individuals will not be permitted to en- 
ter Ireland. Kelly and Smith apparent- 
ly are considered under the latter cat- 
egory. 

Protest to Washington. 

(New York, July 25.—hugene 
Kelly, as treasurer of the 
fund, was en route to Dublin with 
$50,000, representing the second in- 
stallment of the $75,000 fund raised 
in this country for the relief of pe 
sons in Ireland who had euffered 
through the recent revolt. lle was 
accompanted by his wife and Joseph 
Smith, of Lowell, Mass. a journalist 
and lecturer. 

George J. Gillesple, chairman of the 
executive committee of the Irish relief 
fund, when informed of the predica- 
ment of Kelly and the latter's party, 
at once communicated with the state 
department. He said he was informed 
that action would ‘be taken immedi- 
ately.

FROM MOUNTAIN CREST 


Further Successes for the Ital- 
ians Are Reported by 
Rome. 


Rome, July 25.—(Via London.)—Ital- 
ian troops have captured Monte Cimone 
from the Austrians, says the official 
Italian statement issued today. 

The text of the Italian official state- 
ment follows: 

“In the Lagarina valley the enemy's 
artillery activity increased. 

“On the Posina-Astico line at day- 
break of the 24th, after a fierce attack 
by night, we captured Monte Cimone. 

“On the Asiago plateau during the 
night of July 23 the enemy made vio- 
lent attacks on the trenches which we 
had gained near Sasera and Hebio. The 
40th battalion of the 14th Bersaglieri 
regiment not only drove them out each 
time with heavy loss, but as the result 
of a brilliant bayonet attack gained 
possession of another long entrench- 
ment. We took some prisoners and one 
machine gun. 

“Further north our Alpine troops re- 
newed their efforts against the steep 
rock barrier rising to more than 2,000 
yards between the peaks of Monte 
Chiesa and Monte Campigoletto. Under 
heavy fire from the enemy’s machine 
guns they crossed three lines of wire 
and succeeded in establishing them- 
selves just below crest. 

“In the Fassa region notwithstand- 
ing bad weather, we extended our oc- 
cupation to the Ceramana valley. 

“On the rest of the front there was 
artillery activity and bombing, partic- 
ularly in the upper Fella valley, on the 
heights northwest of Gorizia, and in the 
Saint Michele del Carso region. 

“Early in the morning of July 24 hos- 
tile aircraft dropped bombs on Saint 
Giorgio di Nogaro and other places on 
the lower Isonzo. With the exception 
of the burning of one farm house no 
damage was done.”

Members of the crew of Mrs. Clara 
Baldwin Stocker’s yacht California said 
tonight they saw the cruiser about 
half a mile out from the American 
shore shortly before 5 o’clock this 
morning. She came within a few hun- 
dred yards of the California, they said, 
and, incidentally, gave several German 
members of the yacht’s crew a fright.

Officially Announced That 
Negotiations for Purchase 
of the Danish West Indies 
Have Been Completed. 


Washington, July °5—Only deter- 
mination of a few minor details re- 
mains to complete negotiation of @ 
treaty between the United States and 
Denmark providing for acquisition of, 
the Danish West Indies by this gov- 
ernment at a purchase price of $25,- 


000,000, 

So nearly in agreement are the two 
governments that an official white 
house announcement this morning pre- 
dicted that the treaty probably would 

be signed during the day. Tonight the 

delay in closing the negotiations was 
not explained, but it was indicated 
that no material barrier to their suc- 
cessful outcome had developed. It 
was suggested that the signing might 
await the return of Secretary Lan- 
sing from his vacation early in Au- 
gust. 

The exact provisiona of the agree- 
ment are being closely guarded in the 
belief that pubficity at this time might 
place the negotiators at a disadvan- 
tage. Officials reluctantly confirmed 
that the purchase virtually had been 
consummated and betrayed displieas- 
ure that reports of the advanced status 
of the negotiations had been circulated 
in last night's press dispatches. Their 
chief concern is understood to be the 
possibility that some third nation 
might bring pressure to bear to de- 
feat the project. 

Outline of the Treaty. 

In general terms, the treaty is un- 
derstood to follSw one negotiated in 
1902 by the two governments, but 
which lapsed when the Danish par- 
liament failed to ratify it after the 
United States senate had acted favor- 
ably. it is said to contemplate com- 
plete- American acquisition of the 
group, which lies east of Porto Rico, 


and is regarded as of great strategic, 


military value. Relinquishment of un- 
defined American claims through right 
of discovery in Greenland, a Danish 
colony, also is said to be included. 

The treaty of 1902, in common with 
other uneompleted purchase proposals 
that have been considered by the two 
governments during the last half cen- 
tury, provided ‘that the islands should 
not be transferred until their inhab- 
itants had voted approval. It is pre- 
sumed the present treaty bears such 
a -provision, but the possibility of an 
unfavorable vote by the islanders is 
considered very remote. 

Whether the Danish parliament might 
again defeat ratification {is under- 
stood to be a matter of some specu- 
lation among officials here. 
confidence in favorable action is felt 
in most quarters, but diplomatists are 
sensitive to the fact that Denmark, 

“hemmed in as she is among the great 
European powers, some of which have 
desired the Danish Indies for them- 
selves, might feel strongly any pres- 
sure her neighbors brought to bear to 

revent the sale. It is’ recalled that 
ailure of the 1902 treaty was attributed 
to German influences. 
Senate Will Ratify. 

No difficulty is anticipated, on the 
other hand, in securing ratification of 
a purchase treaty by the United States 
senate. An effort probably will be 
made to secure favorable action there 
before the present session of congress 
ends. The foreign relations commit- 
tee is understood to have been in 
close touch with the negotiations since 
their inception and leaders on both 
sides of the chamber received today’s 
white house announcement with .gen- 
eral satisfaction. 

In that connection senators recalled 
today that a bill authorizing President 
MeKinley to purchase the islands was 
favorably reported in 1898 by the com- 
mittee, with the following argument 
for their acquisition, written by Sen- 
ator Lodge, now the ranking republi- 
can member:

Thomas and St. John, in the order of 
their size and population, were discov- 
ered by Columbus in 1493. Spanish, 
British, French, Dutch and Danish flags 
have floated over one or all of the 
islands at various times. 

Naval officers regard the Danish

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AGAIN UNDER FIRE 


New Ordinance Passed by 
City Declared Unconstitu- 
tional by Negro in Injunc- 
tion Filed in Superior Court. 


The second segregation ordinance of 
the city, passed following a ruling of 
the supreme court, which declared the 
old law unconstitutional, is now be- 
ing taken through the courts follow- 
ing an attempt on the part of the po- 
lice to remove Frank Harden, negro 
resident of Myrtle street, from that 
locality. 

Some time ago the original segrega- 
tion law was tested in the courts and 
declared unconstitutional. After the 
Opinion of the higher court had come 
Gown, city officials prepared and 
Passed a second ordinance, which, it 
was hoped, would serve the same pur- 
pose. 

Under the provisions of this ordi- 
Mance, police issued orders to Harden 


to remove his residence at 8 Myrtle/| 


street, corner of Linden street, upon 
complaints received from white resi- 
dents of that section. 

Harden refused to obey the orders, 
and was haled before Recorder John- 
gon. Here he was given ten days to 
move. He failed to do so, and Chief’ 
Mayo made a case aguinst him. When 
the case was called Tuesday it was 
found that Harden had filed an in- 
junction in superior court, contesting 
the legality of the ordinance. A tem- 
porary restraining order, prohibiting 
interference by the police, was granted 
until the injunction can be heard. ‘The 
order successfully blocks the efforts 
of the police for the time being. 

en it was found that the re- 
straining order had been granted, the 
case against Harden was set for a 
later date, and Attorney Hewlett is 
Now attempting to secure an early 
hearing of the injunction. 

Harden claims that the segregation 
ordinance is not in accord with the 
state constitution, nor the fourteenth 
amendment to the constitution of the 
United States. He also claims that he 
has nailed up all the doors and win- 
dows on Linden street. and has had 
his house listed as No. 8 Myrtle street, 
at which point, he claims, it is a negro 
street. 


NO CUTS BY SENATE 
IN ARMY MONEY BILL 


Washington, July 25.—All efforts to 
reduce items of the army appropria- 
tion bill below the figures recommend- 
ed by the military committee failed in 
the senate today, and indications to- 
night were that the total appropria- 
tion for that branch of national de- 
fense would approximate $290,000,000. 

Passage of the bill is expected to- 

morrow. Most of the appropriations 
@s revised by the senate committee 
had been acted upon when adjourn- 
ment was taken tonight. As the Dill 
stands it represents an_ increase of 
$110,000,000 over the house authoriza- 
tion. 
By a vote of M to 36 the senate to- 
day retained a house provision pro- 
hibiting instaMation of so-called stop 
watch systems in management of gov- 
ernment works. Senators Martine, 
Reed. Thomas and others denounced 
the system as “brutal and fiendish.” 
Senator Weeks defended it and the 
military affairs committee sought 
vainly to have the provision against it 
stricken out. 

Senator Lee, of Maryland, tried to in- 
clude an appropriation for dependent 
families of national guardsmen in the 
federal service, but his amendment 
was ruled out on a point of order. The 
fssue will be raised again on an 
amendment to be offered by Senator 
La Follette. 

An amendment to establish a coun- 
cil of national defense for co-ordina- 
tion of industries and resources in the 
fnterest of national pevvieniet f was 
agreed to, 39 to 13. The council would

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British Civilians 
Herded Like Cattle 


In German Prison 


Ambassador Gerard Sends 
Dark Picture of Treatment 
of Interned Persons — Not 
Even Soap Given Prisoners. 


London, July 25.—A dark picture of 
the treatment of British prisoners at 
the Ruhleben camp in Germany, where 
civilians are interned, is given in a re- 
port by Dr. Alonzo E, Taylor, attache 
of the American embassy at Berlin. 
The report reached Viscount Grey, the 
British foreign secretary, from James 
W. Gerard, American ambassador to 
Germany, through Walter Hines Page, 
the ambassador to Great Britain. 

“The barracks at Ruhleben,” says Dr. 
Taylor, “are overcrowded. The imperial 
authorities, after two years of war, 
have certainly had ample time to pro- 
vide for the accommodation of pris- 
oners. 

Herded in Horse’s Stall. 

“It is intolerable that people of edu- 
cation should be herded six together in 
a horse’s stall and some in lofts. The 
bunks touch one another, the light for 
reading is bad and reading is a neces- 
sity if these poor prisoners are to be 
detained during another winter. In the 
hay lofts above the stables the condi- 


4tions are even worse.” 


Dr. Taylor cites as an example one 
loft, ten metres by thirty in width, with 
the ceiling ten feet high in the center 
and four and a half feet high at the 
sides, where 64 men live. 

The report complains of inadequate 
heating of prisoners’ quarters and the 
lack of facilities for drying the clothes 
of the men, who often have to answer 
the roll call in the heavy rains out- 
side. Many things, like soap, which are 
usually given prisomers, even in jails, 
Dr. Taylor says, are not given the pris- 
oners at Ruhleben. 

The report of Dr. Taylor says that 
the writer is satisfied the camp offi- 
cials are aware of what can be done 
to better the conditthon of the prisoners, 
but that they have not the authority 
to make.-the needed improvemens. 

Praise for Gerard. 

London, July 25.—The Daily Graphic, 
commenting editorially on the report of 
the treatment of British prisoners at 
the Ruhleben camp in Germany says: 

“To his many humanitarian services, 
the American ambassador, Mr. Gerard, 
has added another by a remarkably out- 
spoken letter descriptive of the mis- 
eries of British civilian prisoners in 
Ruhleben. f 

“The letter makes painful reading. 
Its importance lies in the fact of its 
being the impartial report of a repre- 
sentative of a power still on friendly 
terms with Germany. What its effect 
may be on his own relations with the 
German government Mr. Gerard clearly 
cares little. He is more concerned for 
the sufferers at Ruhleben than with 
placating the friendship of the nation 
to which he is accredited. Perhaps his 
fearless attitude may influence his 
government to take action in this de- 
pidrable matter.”

London, July 26.—The committee 
which has been sitting as a tribunal to 
hear the appeals of the Sinn Fein pris- 
oners will conclude its inquiry within 
a few days and present its report to 
the home office ‘with recommendations 
as to the manner of dealing with the 
prisoners.

HOME FOLKS URGING 


GUARDSMEN TO QUIT 


According to General Bliss. 
Stories of Bad Rations 
Branded as False. 


Washington, July 25.—Major General 
Bliss, assistant chief of staff, today 
branded as wholly false reports of in- 
efficiency and bad rations in national 
guard camps in the Brownsville dis- 
trict. General Bliss, reporting to the 
war department on his inspection of 
conditions among the guardsmen, said 
many of them told him their rations 
were better than they were accustomed 
to at home. The one fault he found, 
and which already had been remedied, 
the report said, was that during the 
first few days of the mobilization the 
food lacked variety. 

Continuing the report said: 

“I find in many organizations that 
the enlisted personnel are being bom- 
barded with letters from home begging 
them to return and to take advantage 
of any opportunity offered to get out 
of the service. Tnus far the- men 
themselves seem to pay little attention 
to this. [I think that what may prove 
to be principal cause of unrest 
among certain classes of the enlisted 
personnei is the information whicn 
commanding officers tell me is coming 
from their homes to the effect that em- 
ployers who promised to continue pay 
or part pay and also hold their posi- 
tions for employees in the ranks are 
now saying that as there is to be no 
war their promises as to those matters 
are no longer good. 

“There is one thing that !s particue- 
larly noticeable and pleasing among 
the troops that I have thus far seen 
immediately along the border, and that 
is the practical absence of intoxicating 
liquors in the’camps. This is notice 
ably true in this respect and the men 
seem to follow it. 

“KXven in these early days of the 
movement, their tentage is ample and 
excellent, their food is ample and ex- 
cellent, their clothing is excellent and 
ample for every organization that was 
not hastily rushed to the border—and 
even for them all deficiencies are rap- 
idly being supplied—their camps are 
the very best that can be obtained in 
this country and appear to be perfect- 
ly satisfactory to the commands, their 
sanitation is excellent and there is al- 
most no sickness and that largely con-

NO HOPE FOR 12 MEN 
TRAPPED IN TUNNEL 


Ten Members of Rescue Par- 
ties Perish Trying to Reach 
Comrades. 


Cleveland, Ohio, July 25.—Federal of- 
ficials investigating the waterworks 
tunnel disaster, which cost twenty- 
two lives, late today ordered all at- 
tempts to reach the bodies of twelve 
men in the tunnel abandoned until to- 
motrow. Tests of the gas in the tun- 
nel showed that it was highly explo- 
sive and the officials feared a second 
explosion. An attempt will be made 
to pump out the gas, so that the work 
of recovering the bodies may progress. 

All hope that any of the twelve men 
trapped in the tunnel were alive was 
abandoned today. Ten bodies, those of 
memibers of two rescue parties which 
tried to reach the doomed men, but 
themselves succumbed to the deadly 
gas, were recovered today. Wight in- 
jured men, also members of rescue 
parties, will recover, 

Kour investigations, city, county, 
state and federal, will be started to- 
morrow to determine the cause of the 
explosion near the 5-mile crib end 
of the tunnel last night. 

The efforts of Gustav C. Van Duzen, 
superintendent of waterworks con- 
struction, and the members of the two 
rescue parties, to reach the men im- 
prisoned without gas helmest or pul- 
motors increased the death list. This 
afternoon a third rescue party, equip- 
ped with safety devices, entered the 
tunnel and recovered the rescuers, ten 
of whom were dead. Van Duzen was 
among the rescuers revived, 

Headed by D. J. Parker and L. M. 
Jones, of the United States bureau of 
mines, who arrived here from Pitts- 
burg with the mine rescue ear, the 
third party of rescuers penetrated 200 
feet into the wrecked tunnel] from the 
crib end. They could see at the far 
end of the tunnel that a large cave- 
in had occurred. They did not spend 
much time investigating the condi- 
tion of the tunnel, but were concerned 
with getting out’ the bodies of the 
rescuers, scattered along the tunnel. 

According to the federal investi- 
sutors, the electric wiring in the tun- 
nel was faulty. After they had en- 
tered the tunnel with the rescue party 
they or: a red the electric power shut 
off. They would not venture an opin- 
lon as to the cause of the explosion, 
but most of those concerned with the 
disaster declare that one of the un- 
fortunate twelve workmen probably 
jabbed his pick into a large pocket of 
gas which caused the blast. Others 
say that a crossed light wire may have 
caused the explosion.

London, July 25.—In a report to the! 


reviewing the operations of

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POLITICS AND ROADS. 

It is Georgia’s misfortune that politics 
of the kind which is now being played over 
the highway commission bill in the house 
of representatives should seriously threaten 
the future of good roads building in this 
state. 

And yet that is just what may be ex- 
pected to happen as long as legislators in- 
sist upon playing politics with a purely busi- 
ness proposition. 

Final action upon the highway commis- 
sion bill in the house has been shifted over 
until today. It may be shifted again before 
any commission bill is passed, but the grave 
danger now is of the passage by the house 
of an inane and spineless measure intended 
solely to qualify Georgia for participating 
fin the federal good roads appropriation, by 
creating a commission without power or 
authority beyond the necessary co-operation 
with the federal government required under 
the terms of the federal act. 

Georgia is havin® trouble enough now in 
getting any permanent and substantial road 
work done, notwithstanding the great 
amount of convict labor put upon them 
every year. The state will certainly be no 
better off with a highway commission of the 
kind now proposed, and it may be worse, for 
Georgia's counties can scarcely expect to 
accomplish anything with the bars left down 
to encourage petty squabbling among them- 
selves. 

With the bill yet to be voted upon there 
ig still a chance for real highway commis- 
sion legislation in the house, a chance for a 
bill with something of definite promise in it 
for the state. 

We continue to indulge the hope that the 
house will finally put aside the petty politics 
of it and pass a bill that will mean business. 

Besides, the fact should not be over- 
looked that it is not an easy matter to fool 
the federal government with a makeshift; 
and if we attempt a subterfuge merely to 
get the money that has been offered us, 
there may be a comeback to it. 

Georgia needs a strong, well-equipped 
and efficient highway commission. The 
federal appropriation brought opportunity 
for getting it. It will be a serious blow if 
the state is compelled to lose it now through 
petty politics. 


RELIEF FOR ENGINEERS. 


Relief for railroad engineers from a bur- 
@en they have apparently long unjustly car- 
ried under Georgia’s blow-post law, is pro- 
posed in a measure introduced by Mr. Black- 
burn, of Fulton, and pending for hearing 
before house general judiciary committee 
No. 1 this afternoon. The effect of the en- 
actment of this bill is explained in a commu- 
nication from Tull C. Waters, himself a well- 
known railroad engineer, published in The 
Constitution today. 

Under the Georgia blow-post law enacted 
in 1851, an engineer, upon approaching a 
road crossing, is required to keep checking 
the speed of his engine, so that he may 
easily come to a stop if anyone should be in 
the act of crossing the track. On the other 
hand, the railroads themselves in their re-

quirements upon engineers to make certain 
‘schedules, and indirectly the rules of the 


state railroad commission upon this subject, 
necessitate a direct violation of this law. 
The blow-post law has not been observed 
in Georgia in years. Suits for damages to 
persons injured or in case of those killed at 
crossings are brought both against the 
railroad company and the engineer. In 
many instances the small property-holdings 
of engineers have been tied up by judgments 
or other court proceedings so as to prevent 
them from selling or borrowing upon them. 
_* The bill under consideration proposes to 
relieve not the railnoad company but the 


_ @hgineer from liability under the blow-post

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will be forced, for their own protection, to 
comply with this law to the great detriment 
both of passenger and freight traffic in the 
state. Mr. Waters points out that in a re- 
cent test under the blow-post law, on the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis rail- 
road, it took a freight train 29 hours to run 
from the Tennessee line to Atlanta, a dis- 
tance of about 125 miles! 

The Georgia law which the house meas- 
ure proposes to repeal was enacted under 
conditions vastly differing from those of to- 
day. It has long since served its purpose. 
The law as it stands is really a detriment 
rather than a benefit, working positive in- 
jury, in that it is one of those laws the uni- 
versal ignoring of which weakens the force 
of all laws. 

If the railroad engineers of Georgia were 
to carry out the terms of the existing law 
there would be immediate state-wide pro- 
test. The public knows the law to be a farce 
and it should be repealed. 


MAKE IT UNANIMOUS! 

Councilman Claude L. Ashley’s magnani- 
mous withdrawal from the race for mayor, 
not so much in favor of Asa G. Candler as 
in favor of Atlanta, brings us in the matter 
of the next municipal administration one 
long step nearer to unanimity. 

Why not settle the thing now and make 
unanimity complete? Atlanta is entitled, at 
least now and then, to freedom from the 
perennial political agitation which has at 
times strangled her progress. In withdraw- 
ing, Councilman Ashley says: 


Recent agitation that caused Mr. Asa 
G. Candler to enter the field has con- 
vinced me that it is better to set aside 
my ambition in this direction for the 
present and withdraw my name. My love 
of Atlanta is intense, and to indulge in 
a political contest that might cause a 
division of the people is something I 
could never do. 


That is spoken with the true Atlanta 
spirit and Atlanta will remember Mr. Ash- 
ley’s patriotic action. It is the spirit which 
should characterize every man in Atlanta 
with the city’s best interests at heart. 

Mr. Candler is going to be Atlanta’s next 
mayor. There is no more question about 
that than if the election had already been 
held and the vote counted. 

But what a great thing it would be for 
Atlanta if he could go in by the unanimous 
vote of an undivided people! How much it 
would mean for this city, !f genuine and 
complete municipal harmony might replace 
the continued political bickering that has 
placed so many obstacles in the way of 
progress! 

We are gradually coming to it; let’s make 
it complete now, with every faction, every 
interest brought together in the effacement 
of self for Atlanta’s good. 

The significance of Mr. Candler’s candl- 
dacy is far more than a local matter. It is 
of concern the country over. Newspapers 
from one end of the United States to the 
other are commenting upon and wondering 
at the fact that such a man should consent 
to make a sacrifice of this kind. It is no 
common thing; it is a thing upon which 
Atlanta is already reaping the congratula- 
tions of others the country over, because of 
its meaning to the city and because of its 
very unusualness.

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PERSONS BILL FOR 
LAW ENFORCEMENT 
FAVORED IN SENATE 


Upon motion of Senator Boykin, of the 
seventeenth district, the senate yesterday 
morning disagreed to the adverse report of the 
general judiciary committee on the Persons 
‘law enforcement” bill by a vote of. 20 
to 16. 

The bill authorizes the governor to re- 
move the sheriff of any county in the state, 
after five days’ notice, for neglect of duty while 
in office, and also gives him the power to 
appoint a successor for the remainder of 
the deposed sheriff's term. The ‘bill has 
had a tempestuous career, being violently 
Opposed by many who claim that it veers 
away from the true principles of democracy 
and gives unwarranted power to the Sov- 
ernor, elected by the people of the state, to 
arbitrarily remove another elective officer, 
the sheriff, elected by the people of his coun- 
ty. On the other hand, the advocates of the 
measure claim that it merely concentrates 
the responsibility of mob violence upon the 
shoulders of one man, the governor, and that 
its assage will mean the elimination of 
law-breaking in the state. 

The action of the senate of yesterday will 
place the bill on the calendar to wait its 
regular turn for final action. No doubt an 
effort will be made to bring the bill to its 
final vote ahead of its place on the calendar. 

Upon motion of Senator E. P. Dobbs, of 
the thirty-fifth district, the senate reconsid- 
ered its action in passing the Harbin resolu- 
tion Monday which requested congress to in- 
vestigate the ‘possibilities of creating the 
proposed new nitrate plant in north Geor- 
gia. Some time ago the senate passed the 
resolution of Senator J. R. McFarland, of 
the forty-fourth district, recommending that 
the new plant be located at Mussel Shoals, 
Alabama. 

In urging the reconsideration of the res- 
olution, Senator McFarland said: “I am for 
the state of Georgia, first, last and all the 
time. But here is a proposition which we 
must consider with a broad mind. If there 
is any place in Georgia suitable for the new 
plant, I am for it, as provided in my original 
resolution, but if there is no such place 
the thing for this state and other states 
to do is to co-operate with our sister state 
of Alabama in procuring the location of this 
gigantic government undertaking.’ 


Well-Known Engineer Urges 
Repeal of Blow-Post Law 


Editor Constitution: House bill 796, in- 
troduced by Mr. Blackburn of Fulton, and 
which is pending before general judiciary 
committee No. 1, is set for hearing Wed- 
nesday afternoon. 

This bill was introduced at the request 
of the locomotive engineers of Georgia for 
the reason that we have had three indictments 
for criminal negligence and many cases of 
judgments being recorded against our men 
in joint suits with the railroad companies, 
which encumbers their property to the ex- 
tent of preventing them from selling or bor- 
rowing on same. 

The present Georgia law known as the 
blow-post law was enacted in 1851, and has 
never been complied with since that date, 
and requires that all trains in approaching 
public road crossings check and keep check- 
ing the speed thereof, so that they may stop 
if any person or thing be crossing said 
tracks. You can readily see the injustice of 
holding the engineer liable for failure to 
comply with this provision, when he is re- 
quired by the schedule of the compnay and 
by the railroad commission of our state to 
violate the same. 

.It has been claimed by some of the oppo- 
nents of the bill that if same should be en- 
acted into law, that the engineers would feel 
that they were licensed to run down and kill 
the women and children of this state. 1 sub- 
mit to you the ridiculousness of this idea, 
calling your attention to the fact that Geor- 
gia is the only state in the union which has 
such a statute, and I do not feel that the 
engineers in Georgia are any more reckless 
than those in other states. At any rate, I 
feel that the citizenship of our state display 
some confidence in us by occupying our 


‘sleeping cars every night of the world. 


This bill simply means that the engineer 
will be relieved from criminal and civil lia- 


' bilty for the failure to observe this portion 


of the code, and does not relieve the com- 
panies from any liability which they now 
have, and the only effect will be that in the 
case of suits against foreign corporations, 
they will not be able to sue jointly the engi- 
neer and the company, and thereby hold the 
case in the state courts. I1 ask you if it is 
justice to hold the engineer liable for an act 
which he is forced to commit daily, for no 
other reason than to save the slight addi- 
tional expense to the damage suit lawyer in 
transporting his witnesses to the federal 
courts? 

We feel that the public should be Iinter- 
ested in the passage of this bill, for the 
time has arrived that the engineers of Geor- 
la must have relief from this hazard of 
heir freedom and encumbrance on _ their 
property, or else enforce the law, as is shown 
by action of the last meeting of the state 
legislative board of locomotive engineers, in 
which they passed a resolution unanimously 
instructing me as their chairman that in the 
event the legislature failed to give us justice 
in this matter, that | was to set a day to 
begin enforcing the law. This would be de- 
structive to all business in Georgia, as it 
would mean destruction at this time to all 
fruit business and unreasonable delays to all 
freight and passengers. As an indication of 
what it would mean, I call your attention 
to a test that was made by the Nashville and 
Chattanooga road two years ago with a 
freight train complying with this rule strict- 
ly, and the time consumed between Atlanta 
and the state line was twenty-nine hours. 
I hope that you will be able to assist us 
calling the public’s attention to the im- 
of this measure.

HIGHWAY COMMISSION MEASURE — 
IS EXPECTED TO REACH A BALLOT 
IN THE LOWER HOUSE THIS MORNING 


For the first time since proposed highway 
legislation was first really tackled in the 
lower branch of the general assembly, six 
days ago, the committee of the whole house, 
at the conclusion of yesterday's long session, 
was enabled consistently to “report prog- 
ress” and ask for further time. 

This was done at 12:45, after the commit- 
tee of the whole had sat for three hours and 
listened with more or less composure and 
attention to seven speeches in behalf of the 
eight substitute bills now pending, each pro- 
viding for the creation of a state highway 
commission or department. “Eight” because 
there was still another bill introduced yes- 
terday to add to the seven substitutes offer- 
ed to the original Andrews bill of last year. 
Also two more proposed amendments were 
introduced yesterday, neither covering 
ground untouched by one or more of the 
already pending hopperful of bills, substi- 
tutes and amendments, but at least serving 
the purpose of bringing the names of their 
authors to the casual attention of the house 
and possibly to constituents “back yonder.” 
At last the prospect for a Georgia highway 
board of some sort looks bright. 

‘ The speaker’s gavel fell at 9 o’clock yes- 
terday morning, and, as per vote of Monday, 
will continue to fall at 9 o’clock a. m. daily 
except on Sundays, and as the house may 
especially vote, until the present assembly 
shall pass into history twenty-three days 
hence, Too, the work of the house will be 
still further hastened by a report of the 
rules committee, indorsed yesterday by the 
house, providing that, beginning today, aft- 
ernoon sessions—from 3 to 5—will be held so 
long as necessary to dispose of pending pen- 
sion and relief bills only. The rules commit- 
tee chairman, Speaker Burwell, ex-officio, 
declared, however, that in all probability 
necessity for these afternoon sessions will 
cease to exist after this week, and they may 
not be required after tomorrow. 

Thursday for Senate Bills. 

Another recommendation the rules com- 
mittee made and the house adopted provides 
that throughout the remainder of the legis- 
lative term each Thursday be devoted to bills 
which have passed the senate, of which there 
is a large batch. So lethargic has the house 
acted toward senate bills thus far that the 
upper body has evidenced a distinct inclina- 
tion to become restive—to such an extent, in 
fact, that the hint has been broadly given 
out that unless a change takes place immedi- 
ately in this regard the house need not look 
for the senate henceforth to bestir itself 
unduly in passing bills carried through the 
lower house. The rule adopted yesterday, 
though, will remedy this, and augurs well for 
some real legislation by the joint assembly. 

The house resolved itself into an adjourn- 
ed session of the committee of the whole, 
with Chairman Peacock, of Dougherty, pre- 
siding. Culpepper, of Meriwether, moved 
that the highway commission bills and 
amendments all be referred to a committee 
of five, “no member of which shall be an 
author of the pending bills or amendments,” 
with power to evolve out of the whole mass 
one bill, and to report back in five days. 
The motion was debated but little, put to a 
vote and lost—8s6 to 43. 

Then Andrews, of Fulton, took the floor 
in behalf of the bill he and colleagues in- 
troduced yesterday. He was followed in turn 
by Anderson, of Jenkins; Elders, of Tattnall; 
Jones, of Coweta; Turner, of Brooks; Nunn, 
of Houston, the first member to speak who 
is not an author of some of the pending 
proposed highway legislation,

May Reach Vote Today. 

By a rule previously adopted by the com- 
mittee each speaker was limited to fifteen 
minutes, but every one was interrupted so 
frequently by questions and general con- 
fusion that in many instances the commit- 
tee, by vote, extended the time ten minutes. 
Thus all of the bills were pretty well gone 
over, explained and argued. There will be 
more speechmaking today, but the genera’ 
impression among members is that a vote 
probably will be reached before today’s ad- 
journment hour shall arrive. 

What sort of a highway commission bill 
will be passed is a moot question—nobody 
essays to hazard an opinion save, of course, 
some of the ultra-confident authors. But 
the house practically is agreed that a bill 
will be carried by the house, if not today, in 
all probability Friday, and the house at 
periods yesterday seemed so serious as to 
lead to the opinion that it really intends 
enacting a bill that will meet with the state’s 
best fmterests.

He was overwhelmed down by an 
avalanche of “noes,” and the house adjourn- 
ed to meet at 9 o’clock this morning. 

Hard to Maintain Order. 

Throughout the debate on the highway 
matter, Chairman Peacock frequently found 
difficulty in maintaining order, the chief of- 
fenders being members who persisted in au- 
dible conversation. He was forced to sus- 
pend business several times, and call upon 
the messenger to see that members in the 
aisles be seated. As a general rule, however, 
the members were attentive and earnest. 

Burwell Anxious to Save Time. 

At the conclusion of Turner's speech 
Representative Burwell, of Hancock, speaker 
of the house, explained that in order to facil- 
itate matters he would make two motions, 
by means of which he thought the sentiment 
of the house could be recorded and needless 
discussion and loss of time eliminated. The 
chief point at issue, he said, seemed to be 
over the personnel of the proposed commission, 
and that all of the bills contemplated either 
a commission composed of the prison com- 
mission or one to be composed of the heads of 
the engineering departments of the state uni- 
versity and the Georgia School of Technology, 
the state geologist and the chairman of the 
prison commisston. He moved, therefore, 
“that it is the sense of this house that the 
proposed highway commission be composed 
of the members of the prison commission.” 
Then he said he would move that it is the 
sense of the house that the commission be 
composed otherwise. He said, however, that 
if there were debate upon his proposal he 
would withdraw his motion, “because I don't 
want to see any more time wasted.” 

Opposition there was, plenty of 
debate would have gone on untl!l adjourn- 
ment time had not Burwell withdrawn his 
motion altogether, and the debate upon the 
pending bills was continued. 

The eighth highway commission bill. in- 
troduced yesterday, is sponsored by Adams, 
of Pike, and Heath, of Burke.

Senate Judiciary Committee 

Declines Amendment to 
Make Bill Effective First 
of Next Year. 


Another step was taken towards the 
passage of the Neill primary bill when 
the general judiciary committee of the 
Benate yesterday afternoon reported 
the bill favorably with only one dis- 
senting vote and only one amendment. 

The amendment was introduced by 
Senator B. F. McLaughlin, of the Thir- 
ty-sixth district, and strikes section 5 
of the bill, which requires the polls to 
open at 7 a. m. and close at 6 p. m. on 
primary election day. The objection 
offered to this section was that in many 


‘voting districts only a few votes were 


cast, and that it would be a needless 
expense to keep these polls open for 
such a long time. As a result of the 
passage of the McLaughlin amendment 
the regulation of the opening and clos- 
ing of the polls will be left in the hands 
of the executive committees of the 
Various counties. 

A strenuous effort was made by Sen- 
ator McLaughlin to strike the amend- 
mént passed in the house making the 
operation of the bill to take effect upon 
Passage of the bill. The proposed 
amendment, which was defeated by a 
vote of 5 to 2, made the operation of 
the bill effective January 1 1917. 
Senators McLaughlin and Burnside fa- 
wored this amendment. If the bill is 
passed as recommended by the com- 
mittee it will apply to the nomination 
of the democratic candidates for state- 
house offices this year. 

The primary election bill, as reported 
favorably by the committee, embodies 


» these salient features: 


All primaries for the election of nominees 
for United States senator, governor and 
other statehouse officials shall be held on 
the second Wednesday in September, effect- 
five this year; the county unit shall govern 
at all such primary elections; a majority of 
the county unit vote shall be necessary to 
nominate; the nominee shall be decliared by 
the state party executive committee; where 
more than two candidates run for one office, 
meither receiving a majority of the county 
unit vote, a second primary, as a “run-off’’ 
between the two highest candidates, shall be 
held on the first Wednesday in October; no 
primary is required for the nomination of 
congressmen, superior court judges, solicitors 
general, members of the general assembly 
and county officers; parties shall not be re- 
quired to hold primaries, but any which 
does must do so in conformity wiih the pro- 
visions of this act.

State Board of Health Asks 
| Attorney General How 
Far It Can Go. 


Georgia’s state board of health has 
turned thumbs down on patent medi- 
cines and nostrums alleged to be of 
deleterious character. 

This became known at the semi-an- 
nual meeting of the board, attended by 
thirteen of its fourteen members, held 
yesterday, when the executive commit- 
tee was ordered to confer with At- 
torney General Clifford Walker to as- 
certain just how far the board may 
go, and what its liabilities could be 
made to be in the event of its going 
too far. Armed by the attorney gen- 
eral’s legal advice, the board purposes 
immediately launching upon a cam- 
puign through the state press and 
through the circulation of builetins and 
pamphlets, exposing the alleged evils 
of the dopeées, nostrums, compounds and 
“cure-alks”’ sold throughout the state 
as “patent medicines.” 

It claims to have documentary proof 
that certain of these medicines are lit- 
tle different from certain wines and 
liquors now taboo in Georgia under the

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In 1860 the Atlantics of Brooklyn 
were recognized as the strongest club 
in the country, and the Brooklyn Ex- 
celsiors were not far behind. Just fifty- 
six years ago today, July 26, 1860, the 
Excelsiors completed the first tour ever 
made by a baseball club. While this 
trip did not equal in extent the famous 
junkets pulled off later in the same 
decade by the Cincinnati Red Stockings, 
the Washington Nationals and _ the 
Rockford, lll, club, it set the example 
and aroused emulation, 

The Excelsiors started their 1860 tour 
on July 1, playing the next day at 
Albany, winning a 24 to 6 victory from 
the capital boys. The Troy club next 
fell before the trippers, 13 to 7. The 
Buffalo Niagaras fell before the on- 
slaught of the Excelsiors, 50 to 1%.

The Brooklyn <Atlantics were even 
more famous than the Excelsiors. It 
was the Atlantie club which in 1870 
stopped the famous winning streak of 
the Cincinnati Red Stockings. For a 
year and a half this pioneer profession- 
al outfit had whipped the best clubs 
of America, from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, and from the Gulf to Canada, 
but the Atlantics, an amateur club, 
composed of natives of Brooklyn, bested 
the Reds two-out of three. John C. 
Chapman, the last surviving member of 
the old Atlantics, died in his home in 
Brooklyn last month. 

The Capitoline grounds in Brooklyn, 
where the Atlantics played their games, 
was probably the biggest ball yard ever 
known, and while it lacked the lavish 
and luxurious features- of modern big 
league parks, it was there when it 
came to size. The site of the old home 
the Atlantics is now covered with 
apartment buildings, and is 
now one of the classy residential sec- 
tions of the City of Churches. 

Great as was Brooklyn in amateur 
baseball, it was a comparatively late 
in’ professional circles. In 1876 
the Mutuals, charter members of the 
National league, had their home in 
Brooklyn, but they claimed to repre- 
sent New York. The Mutuals were 
fired out of the league at the end of one 
season. It was not until i883 that 
Brooklyn had another rofessional

ernment report at the end of the 
month which is made up of statements 
from correspondents at the close of 


business today. 

Opening 3 to 10 points higher, the 
market steadily advanced during the 
first hour to 13.29 for October and 
13.49 for. January, reporting a rise of 
mbout $2 per bale in two days. Busi- 
mess was more active than it has been 
in many weeks and there seemed to 
be a good deal of concern over condi- 
tions east of the river, although the 
alarm was somewhat modified later in 
the eession by the failure of bullish 
reports from the south Atlantics to 
be followed up by any buying orders 
from that section. In fact, this situa- 
tion led to more aggressive selling 
after midday by the bear element, par- 
ticularly Wall street, and prices late 
in the day eased off to 13.14 for Oc- 
tober and 13.36 for January, with the 
close steady at a net advance of 3 
to 6 points. . 

The forecast of further showers in

PROFESSIONAL VIEWS 
ON COTTON SITUATION 


New York, July 25.—(Special.)—The rains 
that have fallen from the 20th to the 26th 
will undoubtedly give a very poor crop con- 
dition figure by the government on the 
lst Inst. The averages over the eastern 
belt will be so low that the better pros- 
pects of the west and Oklahoma will not 
help the figures very much. Condition fig- 
ures of less than 70 in the eastern states 
will probably bring the figures for the 
United States to the neighborhood of 75, 
and in preparing itself for such a report 
the market is being lifted to higher prices. 
It is extremely unusual for rains in July 
or August to hurt a cotton crop. Ninety 
per cent of the time it is the absence of rain 
which is complained of at this time of the 
year. This, however, is an abnormal year. 


War brings puzzling abnormalities to all of 


busfness life and nature has shown an ab- 
normal! season thus far. We are not pre- 
pared to make or accept any conclusive 
statements as regards: the probable size of 
the yield for the coming crop, but except- 
ing that area which has actually been over- 
flowed, we are inclined to think that rain- 
fall cannot be as damaging as first im- 
pressions would lead us to believe. Nor are 
we prepared to think that when the new 
cotton does move that the movement will 
be retarded by the present price, our im- 
pression being that at and above the 18- 
cent level the producer will be a ready 
seller. The actual size of the crop unless 
some greater calamity than any yet noted 
should hurt it more than now, will not, 
we fear, have much to do with the price 
of the staple unless peace or rulers of peace 
provokes a speculative buying power, suffi- 
ciently large enough to take care of that 
per cent of the market. We do not think 
the world's spinners will be eager buyers 
of more than half the movement until at 
least 5,000,000 bales of the new crop has 
been brought into sight. The president of 
the DuPont Powder company in an open 
message to congress states that his com- 
pany alone has used nearly 1,000,000 bales 
of short staple (presumably linter cotton) 
in the past two years, and that the pro- 
posed taxation of munitions by congress 
would seriously hamper such manufactur- 
ing.

‘WGOROUS ACTION 
~——ONTHE BLACKLIST 


To Be Taken by the United 

States—Wilson and Cabi- 
net Discuss the Ban on 
American Firms. 


Washington, July 25.—Great Brit- 
ain’s blacklist against American firms” 
was discussed at length at today’s cab- 
inet meeting, but afterwards Acting 
Secretary Polk, of the state depart- 
ment, said there would be no imme- 
diate announcement on the subject. 

It was said that the president and 
his advisers were studying’ treaties 
with Great Britain involved in the 
question and were waiting for replies 
to informal inquiries on the subject 
sent to London. 

While it is understood that it has 
been determined to take some vigor- 
ous action, members of the cabinet 
said after today’s meeting that no defi- 
nite procedure had been decided upon. 
Facts being collected by American 
firms affected by the blacklist are ex- 
pected here within a few days. 

Partial Answer by Britain. 

A partial answer to the state de- 
partment’s request for information 
concerning the ‘blacklisting of Ameri- 
can firms by Great Britain was given 
informally to-Acting Secretary Polk 
late today by Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, 
the British ambassador. Sir Cecil said 
the blacklist was not directed against 
neutral trade; that it was not intend- 
ed to affect existing contracts and 
that the British government would be 
glad to consider the cases of firms de- 
siring to offer proof that they had been 
put on the list unjustifiably. 

Mr. Polk was assured by the am- 
bassador that the blacklist was design- 
ed solely to prevent British capital and 
credit being used to support an en- 
emy. This, it was said, will be set 
forth at length in the forthcoming for- 
eign office statement, which probably 
will take the form of.an announce- 
ment in parliament. Pending its is- 
suance the state department will delay 
an announcement it is preparing for 
the information of the American bDusi- 
ness public. 

To Relieve Individual Firms, 

For the present the state department 
is giving chief attention to the relief 
of individual firms which may suffer 
without intent on their part of vio- 
lating any legal right of the Br3tish 
government. 

Another development which must be 
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dealt with relates to American cor- 
porations whose stock in whole or in 
part is owned by Germans or in Ger- 
many. A New York corporation found 
that the majority of its capital stock 
was owned by a German corporation 
in the same line of business. Investi- 
gation by the state department has 
developed that under the French and 
German law, and generally on the con- 
tinent of Europe, majority stock con- 
trol of such corporation by an enemy, 
even though the corporation is domi- 
ciled in a neutral country, would make 
it a proper subject for blacklisting. 
The British government, however, is 


understood to incline to the American, 


view that the domicile of a company— 
the place where it is incorporated— 
must determine its status. 


It is said there are British legal de-| Of Stonewall Jackson's corps. 


cisions supporting that view, and of- 
ficials here believe that ultimately 
Great Britain will recognize it as valid. 


BLACKLISTED FIRMS 
PROTEST TO WILSON, 

New York, July 25.—The organiza- 
tion formed last week by individuals 
and firms affected by the British com- 
mercial blacklist, adopted resolutions 
today declaring it to be the duty of 
the United States government to de- 
mand that Great Britain revoke the 
blacklist. It was declared that the 
organization shall be known as the 
Association to Resist British Domina- 
tion of American Commerce. Edward 
Stegeman, Jr., was chosen treasurer, 
and the following members of the ex- 
ecutive committee were appointed by 
Chairman Leopold Zimmerman: mee T 
Kahl, John Simon and Dr. Ferdinand 
Sonneborn. 

Copies of the resolutions will be 
placed in the hands of every member 
of the house of representatives and 
denate, all cabinet officers and gov- 
ernors of the states. Maurice B. Blu- 
menthal. of counsel for the associa- 
tion, left for Washington tonight to 
present a copy of the resolutions to

CRITICISM IS BASED 
ON MISAPPREHENSION. 


London, July 25.—Lord Robert Cecil, 
minister of war trade, said today in 
the house of commons that the Amer- 
ican press criticism of the British 
blacklist was based largely on misap- 
prehension. The act under which the 
statutory list of American firms was 
issued, he said, was passed last Decem- 
ber and lists referring to most of the 
neutral countries already had been 
published. Nor were the provisions of 
the act, he added, unduly stringent. 

The French law, the minister said, 
provided that all persons of “enemy na- 
tionality wherever living were enemies 
of France, and that it was illegal for 
Frenchmen to trade with them.” In 
the British case only persons who had 
shown themselves hostile to this coun- 
try were put on the list. Neither did 
Great Britain seek by these lists to in- 
terfere with the freedom of action of 
neutral citizens, Lord Robert said. It 
sought only to secure that British goods 
and credit be not used for the support 
and enrichment of those actively as- 
sisting Enghand’s enemies. 

If any person were unjustly included 
in the lists, the minister said, their 
names would be removed and great 
care would be taken in applying the law 
to existing contracts. He was informed 
that Germany had taken similar action.
